A  rosSlBlLlTT. 

Europe  appears.to  be  in  danger  of  a. great 
war  which  may  involve  all  the  great  Powers. 
The  attitude- of  France  and  Russia— the  one 
zefusiu^  to  co  o|»erate  with  England  and  the 
other  being  non  committal — places  them 
where  they  can  at  pleaau/e  antagonize  the 
British  government.  Thel^ultan  appears  to 
be  bucked  bY  some  influence  in  his  seeming 
oppositidn  to  the  demands  of  England.  It 
would  not  be  strange  if  she  found  herself 
opposed  by  all  the  Powers. 

I  f  there  should  be  a  positive  break  between 
England  and  Turkey  the  Russians  might 
take  advantage  of  this  to  move  anew  againa* 
Constantinople,  nor  besalMr.ed  without  this 
long  coveted  object.  Russia  would  be  only 
too  willing  to  allow  of  the  possession  of 
Egypt  by  England,  on  condition  that  she  be 
permitted  to  acquire  the  command  of  the 
Bosphoroj.  Italy  and  Spain — especially  the 
former  power — bid  fair  to  join  prominently- 
in  the  final  decision  of  matters.  The  one  is 
in  condition  to  second  her  demands  with  an 
army  and  a  navy  of  no  mean  proportions,  and 
.Spain  will  have  Germany  to  indorse  her 
•claims. 

Thus  the  war  ia  Egypt  may  swell  into  a 
magnitude  undreamed  of  by  English  states¬ 
men.  England  had  the  courage  to  begin  the 
struggle,  to  assume  the  right  to  regulate 
Egyptian  affairs— which  doty,  according  to 
international  law.  belonged  to  Turkey — bat 
she  will  net  be  permitted  to  end  this  at  her 
own  will.  If.  indeed,  what  Is  threatened 
should  really  cone  to  puss  and  Ihe  conflict 
take  the  form  of  a  vast  religious  straggle 
bsistvtt  the  Moslem  and  the  LltriAtlan,  while 
the  conflagration  would  blaze  wide  and 
fierce  we  have  the  Arm  confidence  that  the 
Crescent  would  he  commuted,  like  a  burning 
world,  and  the  t  ross  stand  forth  in  renewed 
glory  amid  scenes  of  its  early  triumphs.
